The guineas 
are soldered together in the form of a 
pytamid, and at each angle there is 
small figure in metal gilt Supportir 
it, the whole being a kind of cenotaph, 
about twely inches high, with a 
Sarcophagus beneath the Pyramid, the 
base bearing the inscription referring 
to the event.
